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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 to 16 are presented for examination. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119, which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The reference listed in the information disclosure statement submitted on 1-20- 
2000 has been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter ' 

4. Claims 1 to 16 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record teaches a method and apparatus for skew compensation using multiple 
serial signals or multiple parallel signals. For instance, Ducaroir et al. (USP 6167077) 
teaches a communication system with a transceiver that receives a plurality of parallel 
data and a plurality of serializers that converts the plurality of parallel data into a 
plurality of serial data wherein minimizing data skew during transmission is achieved by 
sending and receiving a preset training pattern simultaneously over the plurality of data 
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lines where the data skew is measured for the training pattern and forward to a 
feedback system. Carotti et al. (USP 6704890 B1 ) teaches skew compensation 
between parallel digital data using a training pattern. 

Slater et al. (USP 6731656 b1 ) teaches inverse multiplexing over a plurality of 
links using a delay compensation unit. Hutchinson et al. (USP 5408473) teaches a 
digital multiplexing technique for parallel channels that uses a skew compensation 
device to compensate for errors between the channels. 

However, the prior art made of record, taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach or fairly suggest or render obvious the novel element of the instant invention. 
Specifically, the prior art made of record fails to teach or fairly suggest or render obvious 
a skew compensation apparatus or a skew compensation method comprising "means 
for generating a skew compensation pattern" and "means for inserting said skew 
compensation pattern in each of the parallel signal groups outputted from said de- 
multiplexing" as recited in the independent claims.
